The  moat  wonderful  cave  in  the 
world  is  iu  the  island  of  Tonga,  in  the 
south  Pacific  Byron  called  it  “a chapel 
of  the  seas  "  It  is  formed  in  a  rock  that 
la  almost  surrounded  by  theooean.
